The letter follows: the district superintendent, will use the utmost 


May 4, 1937 
Trustees and Patrons of Common School 
Districts: 

The hour has arrived to consider again the 
educational needs of the rural youth of our 
State. You who have accepted this respon- 
sibility as evidenced by your presence at the 
annual meeting are to be congratulated on 
your interest in this important problem. The 
adequacy of the provision which you will 
make for the education of the children of your 
district may have a large influence in the 
part which they will exercise in shaping 
community and national life. It is hoped, 
therefore, that in the performance of your 
duties first consideration will be given to 
the educational needs of the children. 

In the selection of officers, may the very 
best that each district affords be placed in 


these positions of responsibility and may they 


have assurance of whole-hearted cooperation 
by the rank and file of school patrons. 

In adopting a budget make certain that 
all the monetary needs of the school for 
the coming year are provided for. In this 
connection let me urge that comfort, health 
and safety of pupils be given due considera- 
tion and also that ample funds be provided 
for the selection of a thoroughly competent 
teacher. 

Is your school building properly heated, 
lighted and ventilated? Are toilet facilities 
adequate? Does the playground need im- 
provement? Are playground facilities avail- 
able for children’s games? Will you make 
it possible to add a few really good books 
to the school library? All these questions 
will have a direct bearing on your school 


budget. 


care in the performance of this duty. 

Again, I call attention of districts with 
exceedingly small or exceedingly large enrol- 
ments to the possibility provided under the 
contract law for the education of all or part 
of their children in adjoining districts. Each 
year finds an increased number of districts 
availing themselves of this means for caring 
more adequately for the needs of their 
children. 

The matter of pupil transportation should 
receive due consideration. No pupil attend- 
ing school either within or outside the district 
should suffer interruptions or hardships in 
the matter of attendance due to a lack of 
transportation service. The trustee will be 
powerless to act unless the voters authorize 
such action on the part of the trustee. 

It is important that the trustee confer 
with the professional officer, the district sup- 
erintendent of schools, relative to all im- 
mediate and forward-looking plans of the 
district. The district superintendent should 
be looked to for advice in the purchase 
of books and equipment or in making altera- 
tions to the school plant. Likewise with 
his help, economical and suitable transporta- 
tion arrangements can often be provided in 
cooperation with other districts. 

I again invite your attention to the central 
district plan of meeting the many problems 
common to the smaller districts. 

Through cooperation we have gained much 
during the past several years in improving 
facilities for the education of rural youth. 
If we continue to cooperate, we shall not fail 
to continue moving forward.

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Geneseo State Normal School 

The twenty-fourth summer session of the 
Geneseo State Normal School will open on 
June 28th and will close on August 6th. 

Students who matriculated for a diploma 
under the curriculum offered previous to 1935 
will be permitted to complete such a curriculum 
by substituting appropriate courses from the 
present general elementary teachers’ curricu- 
lum. Appropriate professional courses will be 
offered for college graduates who desire to have 
the validity of their certificate for teaching an 
academic subject extended to include the teach- 
ing of the common branch subjects or elemen- 
tary school grades. Appropriate courses will 
be offered for two-year normal school graduates 
who desire to complete the requirements for a 
three-year normal school diploma. 

The department of library education will offer 
a sequence of 36 semester hours which meet the 
technical requirement for the provisional cer- 
tificate issued according to the regulations of 
the Commissioner of Education for school libra- 
rians who enter public school service in New 
York State after September 1, 1935. This 
sequence may be completed in one school year 
and one summer session or five summer sessions. 
The certificate for library work is valid in 
junior and senior high schools as well as ele- 
mentary schools. 

The validity of a certificate or normal school 
diploma valid for teaching the common branches 
in the elementary school may be extended to 
include the teaching of state subsidized classes 
of mentally handicapped children on evidence 
that the teacher has completed 12 semester 
hours in approved special class courses. To 
meet the above requirement, the following ap- 
proved courses will be offered in the 1937 sum- 
mer session at Geneseo: mental and social 
adjustments, technic of handwork for special 
classes, and practicum in teaching mentally 
handicapped children. 

Courses from the field of liberal-cultural 
studies will be offered to normal school gradu- 
ates desiring work on the fourth year level. 
Credit for these courses will be applied toward 
permanent certificate valid for teaching common 
branch subjects. It may also be applied for 
the completion of the fourth year of normal 
school work. Following are the fourth year 
courses that will be offered: design and art 


structure, mental and social adjustments, juve- 
nile literature, American literature, modern 
poetry, the short story, speech correction, his- 
tory of books and libraries, trigonometry, music 
composition, physiography, general geology, 
modern social trends, survey of American 
history since 1865 and comparative government. 

The tuition fee will be $20 for residents of 
New York State.

Oneonta State Normal School 

The Oneonta State Normal School will offer 
courses of special interest to teachers of the 
elementary school at its summer session, June 
28th to August 6th. 

An entirely new departure is the extension 
of the curriculum to the fourth year. All 
holders of the three-year diploma who wish to 
amplify their professional or cultural education 
can now advance their training by summer ses- 
sion study to four years beyond the high school 
During the past few years many graduates of 
the two-year curriculum, which was discon- 
tinued in 1925, have returned to extend their 
education to the three-year level. An oppor- 
tunity will again be offered to accomplish this 
during the coming session. 

While a few of the first year and some of 
the second year subjects will be given, the 
emphasis will be upon the fourth and _ third 
year courses. Some of the fields to be stressed 
are: present trends in elementary education 
social studies, the new state curriculum for 
five-year-olds, mental hygiene, music in the 
integrated program of studies, international 
relations, local and state government, costume 
design, field botany, dramatic art, recreative 
leadership, boy and girl scout activities. 

Several classes of primary and intermediate 
children will be conducted for demonstration 
purposes. Technics suggested by the new state 
curriculum for five-year-old children, as well 
as the procedures of individualized instruction, 
will be used in connection with these classes.

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Oswego State Normal School 


The summer session at the Oswego State 
Normal School will open on July 6th and 
continue through August 13th, with 50 members 
on the teaching staff, including 32 visiting 
instructors, offering more than 100 courses that 
will meet residence requirements. The labora- 
tory approach to the study of educational 
problems will be operative in clinics, demon- 
stration units, curriculum centers, libraries and 
shops —all for the purpose of translating pro- 
fessional learnings into practice. Both practice 
teaching and course requirements may be met 
during the summer session. 

A kindergarten practicum as well as a special 
class practicum will be offered in order to meet 
the increasing demands for teachers with this 
specialized training. 

A special course in reading problems at the 
secondary school level has been added to the 
summer session courses to meet the needs of 
the junior and senior high school teachers 
concerned with reading and study habits. 

Innovations for the session include fourth 
year general elementary courses, the kinder- 
garten practicum, a seminar on reading problems 
for administrators and supervisors, special in- 
struction on instrumentation in the reading 
clinic, special lectures and demonstrations on the 
arts in education, a repointing of some 15 
courses in arts and crafts to meet the needs of 
elementary school teachers, a penmanship labor- 
atory where teachers may receive instruction in 
manuscript as well as cursive writing, and 
courses on the enriched school curriculum, class 
piano and methods of developing a creative art 
program. 

Courses will be offered during the session to 
meet the state requirements for the four-year 
industrial arts course, vocational licenses, special 
class certificate, a three-year general elementary 
certificate, and a fourth year of general ele- 
mentary education. 

Tuition for students residing in New York 
State is $10 for one course and $20 for two or 
more courses. A $5 fee and registration before 
July Ist, is required for admission of pupils to 
the campus elementary school.

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New Paltz State Normal School 


A summer session will be conducted at the 
New Paltz State Normal School over a period 
of six weeks. Monday, June 28th, will serve as 
registration day, and classes will begin work on 


Tuesday, June 29th. The school will close 
Friday, August 6th. 
The summer session programs have been 


arranged to meet the needs of the following 
groups of teachers and students: 

Teachers who desire to satisfy credit require- 
ments for more advanced certificates 

Graduates of liberal arts colleges who are 
working to secure certificates to teach in the 
elementary schools 

Teachers certified to teach in the secondary 


schools who wish to have their certificates 
extended to cover the subjects of the elementary 
field 


Students in regular session who desire to

Students 
registering for one course of two or three 
semester hours will be charged $10.

Plattsburg State Normal School 


The summer session of the Plattsburg State 
Normal School, begining June 28th and ending 
August 6th, will offer 40 courses organized 
especially for the following types of students:

In-service teachers who wish to broaden their 
cultural or professional backgrounds 

In-service teachers who desire to become 
more familiar with problems, theories and prac- 
tices in modern elementary education

curriculums leading to the diploma. Special 
attention has been given to the courses for 
teachers holding normal limited certificates. 
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Graduates of liberal arts colleges who wish 
to satisfy the state certification requirements

The program will include for the first time 
fourth year courses in literature, social studies, 
science, art, music and kindergarten. Of es- 
pecial interest to teachers in service are courses 
in diagnostic and remedial work in reading, 
regional studies in applications of 
science in the elementary school, materials and 
activity units, dramatic art and current social 
and economic problems. All courses taken in 
the summer session will be complete and will 
be evaluated hour for hour toward the com- 
pletion of regular session programs. 

Summer session fees are $10 for single courses 
and $20 for more than one course. In no case 
will the fee exceed $20 for residents of New 
York State. Students registering from out of 
the State will be charged a tuition fee of $10 
in addition to the regular fee.

The candidate shall be a gradu- 
ate of a college or university approved by the 
Commissioner of Education and in addition 
he shall have completed 30 semester hours in 
graduate courses approved by the Commissioner 
of Education. After September 1, 1938, the 
said preparation in either graduate or under- 
graduate courses shall include 20 semester hours 
in appropriate education courses, 8 of which 
shall be in school administration or organiza- 
tion and in supervision. 
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2 Experience. The candidate shall have com- 
pleted five years of teaching and/or supervision 
in public schools. 

3 Time validity. The certificate shall be valid 
continuously except when the holder thereof 
has not been regularly employed as a member 
of the professional staff of the public schools 
of this State for a period of five consecutive 
years, in which case the validity of the certifi- 
cate held by such person shall lapse. 

4 To whom issued. A superintendent's cer- 
tificate shall be issued only to a qualified ap- 
plicant who has been elected to the position 
of superintendent of schools, deputy superin- 
tendent of schools, associate superintendent of 
schools, assistant superintendent of schools, or 
other superintendent of schools in a city, or a 
member of a board of examiners in a city, or 
superintendent of schools in a village having a 
population of more than 4500, or district super- 
intendent of schools. Upon evidence that a 
qualified candidate is an applicant for appoint- 
ment to one of the above positions, the Commis- 
sioner of Education shall issue to the said 
candidate a statement of eligibility which may 
be accepted by school authorities as proof that 
the holder thereof is entitled to a valid super- 
intendent’s certificate.
